Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed several potential amendments to the claims that would 
narrow the scope of the claimed genus of single copy probes - e.g., to limit the claims to methods using probes for 
human chromosomal sequences and to define the probes in terms of their ability to detect disease-associated 
chromosomal abnormalities. Applicants indicated that the specification teaches at least 70 probes to chromosomal 
abnormalities and stated that the probes are defined, for example, in Table 4 based on their nucleotide positions and 
lengths within specific GenBank Accession numbers. Applicants also indicated that the human genome is expected to 
contain approximately 150,000 single copy sequences and stated that the specification provides sufficient guidance to 
allow for the successful isolation of additional single copy probes. Also discussed the possibility of amending the claims 
to recite that the methods are performed in the absence of blocking/masking nucleic acids which contain repetitive 
sequences. Applicants emphasized that the methodology provided in the specification to obtain single copy probes is 
an improvement over methods used in the prior art in which experimental hybridization procedures are performed to 
identify unique sequences. It was noted that the sensitivity of such methods do not allow for all repeat sequences to be 
detected and that while probes identified by such methods are often referred to in the literature as "single copy probes," 
these probes are better characterized as locus-specific probes, since the probes do in fact contain repeat sequences. 
Discussed filing a 132 Declaration addressing this issue and pointing out that the "single-copy probes" previously 
applied as prior art in this and parent application '080 were in fact found to contain repeat sequences . 
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
